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Commission stretches evening session

The Coffee County Commission 
lengthened its meeting Monday 
evening from the previous meeting 
lasting just under an hour and a half. 

Several county residents were 
present to voice their need for assis- 
tance on their roads; however, they 
departed soon after stating their 
case, and they missed County 
Engineer Randy Tindell’s “slide 
show” on flood repair work present- 
ly underway throughout the county. 

The first order of business was 
the awarding of bids that were 
opened earlier in the day on two 
emergency watershed projects 
(EWP) and the construction of Cell 
#4 at the county's landfill. 

Low bidder on EWP 98-37 was 
Regency Construction, Inc. of 
Slidell, LA. Their bid was 
$69,222.00. The bids ranged from 
the low awarded to $120,000.00. 
Carter Contracting Services of 
Andalusia, AL was low bidder on 
EWP 98-38 at $62,614.00. The high 
bid on this project was $142,000.00 

Both of the EWP bids were 
awarded contingent on concurrence 
from NRCS (Natural Resources 
Conservation Service). 

Stranco of Louisana was awarded 
the bid for the construction of the 
landfill cell. Their bid was the low 
at $772,872.70. There was a high 
bid of $1,085,937.50. 

In the last commission meeting, 
commissioners agreed to request 
bids for the installation of septic 
tanks at three voting houses in rural 
Coffee County. Three bids were 
received with Beckham Septic 
Tanks & Ditching Service of 
Enterprise submitting the low bid of 
$2,145.00. A high bid of $2,500 was 
received. 

Under the heading of new busi- 
ness, Phil Rugg, county mainte- 
nance department supervisor, 
addressed the commission concem- 
ing drain problems at the county 
jail. He also submitted a recommen- 
dation to the commission on pur- 
chasing a piece of equipment to 
help in keeping the drains free. 

Rugg told commissioners that 
drains in the jail are often clogged 
with objects such as towels, plastic 
objects, tooth paste containers, 
soap, aspirin bottles, etc. 

“We don’t have anything to get it 


out with. We need to buy a power- 
ized rotor rooter,” he told commis- 
sioners. 

He submitted a price of $1,275.00 
for the piece of equipment needed 
to do the job. Rugg had some sam- 
ples of the debris that he had 
removed from the drains, but the 
commissioners chose not to view 
the items. 

He told commissioners that these 
drains had to be cleared one to two 
times per week. The last time it cost 
labor plus $429 to clear the drains 
due to the fact that a private 
plumber with a power rotor rooter 
had to be called. 

He added that the county had just 
received a bill of $1,920 to have the 
sewage pump for the facility rebuilt. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens told commission members 
that the maintenance department 
had enough money in the budget to 
make this purchase. Commissioners 
voted unanimously to approve 
Rugg’s request. 

While on the subject of building 
maintenance, commissioners 
approved a bid of $698.00 for the 
cleaning of the county health 
department building. They also 
voted to pay for having the facility 
cleaned on a quarterly basis. 

Charles Donaldson addressed the 
commission concerning the condi- 
tion of Co. Rd. 517 which is a dirt 
road. 

“We were here about two months 
ago with a petition and Co. Rd. 517 
is still in bad shape,” said 
Donaldson. “When it rains less than 
a half inch, this road completely 
washes out...we’re fixing to have a 
bad problem.” 

He asked the members of the 
commission if there was anything 
he could do do help in getting this 
road paved. 

Another resident added, “We are 
into it now! We can’t hardly make it 
any longer because we can't travel 
that little old narrow road. We’ re not 
asking for no freeway or no big 
nothing. We’re just asking for con- 
venience where we can get out and 
get our job done. If this is too hard 
just tell me to shut up. We need your 
help. If you’re ever going to help us, 
do it now!” 

Tindell showed commissioners 
some recent slides of the road which 
substantiated the men’s argument. 


Elba City Council’s meeting 
short and almost sweet

The Elba City Council meeting 
Monday evening was short and 
almost sweet. The lone sour note 
was a complaint from Charles and 
Jackie Marler who told council 
members of problems they are hav- 
ing with some neighbors. Mayor 
James Grimes assured the Marlers 
the situation would be checked into. 

Police officer Freddie Hanchey 
reported on the status of the police 
department on behalf of the police 
chief who was away attending a 
school. He said the NCIC machine 


is back in operation for the first time 
since the March flood; Dean Blair 
will attend a DARE school in Gulf 
Shores next week; and a rotation 
has been established between Elba 
Rescue and EMS. 

The council approved a resolu- 
tion allowing the mayor to approve 
the paperwork on a conservation 
department grant on the erosion 
repair project at the Elba schools. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow 
reported that the flags would be 
flown at half-mast Tuesday in mem- 
ory of the two security men who 
were killed at the nation’s capitol 
last week.

Durwood Kelley, a resident on 
the road, added, “There has been no 
improvement to amount to anything 
on the road in my life time - in thir- 
ty years. It has been a one-lane road 
every since. There are eleven resi- 
dences along the road.” 

After a brief discussion, commis- 
sioners passed a motion to have the 
county engineer draw up and secure 
right-of-way deeds along the road to 
allow the county to widen and 
improve the road in preparation for 
paving in the future. 

James Sims spoke to commis- 
sioners concerning the condition of 
Co. Rd. 258. He told them that the 
road is approximately three-quarters 
of a mile long and has fourteen 
homes on it. 

“I’ve been a resident on that road 
for nineteen years and it has not 
improved,” said Sims. 

In lieu of asking that the road be 
widened, he suggested that it be 
made into a one-lane-one-way road. 
County Engineer Tindell stated that 
it could be made into a one-lane 
road with a lot less problem than a 
two-lane passable road. His concern 
was would the residents all abide by 
the one-lane-one-way road. 

Commissioner Kayo Lewis asked 
Sims to submit a signed agreement 
(petition) to him containing the 
names of all the residents on the 
road and he would work with the 
engineer on resolving the problem. 

Dykes Baxley, weatherization 
coordinator with Organized 
Community Action in Troy, 
appeared before the commission to 
inform them that his agency would 


be assisting HRDC (Human 
Resources Development 


Commission) in administering the 
weatherization program in Coffee 
County. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Commission Chairman 
Stephens submitted a request in the 
form of a motion from Probate 
Judge Bill Gammill. He asked that 
bid invitations be sent out on imag- 
ing equipment to be used in presery- 
ing county records in his offices. 
The same type equipment or 
process is presently being used in 
neighboring Dale and Houston 
counties. This was approved. 

At the conclusion of the regular 
business session, Engineer Tindell 
showed commissioners a slide show 
of work-in-progress projects and 
completed projects on county roads 
damaged by the March ‘98 flood. 
He noted that the projects shown in 
the slides represented more than 
$2.7 million. 

In other matters of business, the 
commission took the following 
action: 

*** Approved a preliminary plat 
on the Timber Creek subdivision 
located just off AL Hwy. 167 north 
of Enterprise.

At one time, 
a church was believed to have been 
located adjacent to the cemetery, but 
there is no longer any structure near 
by. 

Authorities described the dese- 
crated grave as that of a 32-year-old 
woman that was buried 100 years 
ago in 1898. They believe this is the 
grave in question, 

Neither agency, Opp police nor 
Coffee County Sheriff's deputies. 
have recovered any “bones or 
skulls” nor do they have any sus- 
pects in the grave desecration.

Caylor refers to the recent 
Democratic Primary election held 
on June 2nd in which incumbent 
Sheriff Ben Moates defeated chal- 
lenger R. W. “Ronnie” Whitworth 
by the narrow margin of 2001 votes 
to 1940 votes. 

In his complaint he states, “Based 
upon my investigation into the mat- 
ter at Mr, Whitworth’s request, there 
is an abundance of factual and cir- 
cumstantial evidence pointing to a 
conclusion that the election was 
rigged with criminal malice and 
forethought by careful planning and 
fraud upon the voters of Coffee 
County Alabama. These acts 
appear to be criminal and may well 
violate 18 U.S.C, 241, the Federal 
Voting Rights Act, as well as 
Alabama Election and Criminal 
Conspiracy Statutes.” 

Elba Police Chief R, W. 
Whitworth, when contacted con- 
cerning the complaint, said that he 
had no prior knowledge that a for- 
mal complaint was being filed. “It 
was news to me,” he said, 

He did say that Caylor had con- 
tacted him after he [Whitworth] had 
filed a formal challenge to the pri- 
mary election activities with the 
local Democratic Committee short- 
ly after the June 2nd primary. 

According to Whitworth, Caylor 
asked him if he minded him looking 
into the matter on his behalf and his 
reply was “Certainly not,” 
However, Whitworth said that he 
did not “hire” Caylor to do so, 

Whitworth later withdrew his 
challenge and he assumed the mat- 


* was closed until members of the 
news media began contacting him 
concerning the “formal complaint.” 

In his complaint, Caylor alleges 
seven (7) points of contention. They 
are as follows: 

(a)The data pack cartridges, from 
electronic voting machines contain 
ing tally results and program infor 
mation for each and every voting 
place, were removed from officially 
sealed envelopes the night of the 
election and thereafter transported 
to Birmingham where they were to 
be erased, 

(b)The Probate Judge's office lost 
approximately 13 ballot boxes and 
their contents the night of the elec 
tion, thereby making it impossible 
to do a true recount and audit of the 
votes cast in the primary election 

(c)Results from both machines at 
the Beat 17, District 7, Enterprise 
Recreation Center voting place 
were combined into one sealed 
envelope that was torn open and 
resealed with scotch tape and that 
return forms were not properly 
signed by election officials at the 
polling place. 

(d)That ESS, Inc. employees (the 
firm furnishing the electronic voting 
machines) were present at the Beat 
17, District 7 polling place and were 
present after the polls were closed 
and official tallies were computed, 
He (Caylor) suggested that the vote 
results were tampered with, 

(e)At the Enterprise Army 
Reserve Center, Beat |7, District 5, 
not a single person signed the out 
side of the officially sealed

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National Study Shows Critical Importance Two-Year Colleges

Alabama's two-year col- 
leges were represented in 
the National Workforce 
Development Study recently 
completed by Tony Zeiss 
and Associates. That study 
reveals the critical impor- 
tance of two-year colleges in 
Alabama and across the 
nation as we move into the 
new economy. 

Globalization, the tech- 
nology revolution, tremen- 
dous changes in standards, 
and the increased emphasis 
on quality have had a pro- 
found impact on business 
organizations in Alabama 
and elsewhere. As_ the 
National Workforce 
Development Study notes, 
never in our history have 
employers been confronted 
with such a critical need to 
maintain the high skill levels 
of their employees in order 
to compete, 

As much as 75 percent of 
the existing workforce, 
including the workforce in 
Alabama, will require sig- 
nificant job retraining in the

next decade, and up to 80 
percent of the new jobs cre 
ated during that time will 
require at least two years of 
postsecondary education. 
Nearly 50 million workers 
will need additional training 
within the next ten years to 
keep up with employer skill 
demands. The bulk of these 
workers will need technical 
training, customer service 
training or basic skills train- 
ing. In addition, 37 million 
new workers will require 
entry-level training 

The National Workforce 
Development Study sur- 
veyed American employers 
to determine the extent of 
their training needs, This 
included a number of the 
more than 1,000 employers 
served each year by 
Alabama’s two-year col- 
leges. Nearly 80 percent of 
employers estimated that a 
quarter or more of their 
workforce required training. 

More than one-fifth of 
employers estimated that 
from 76 to 100 percent of 
their workforce required 
training. Employers sur- 
veyed identified the follow- 
ing as the most needed areas

of training for their employ 
ees: professional develop 
ment, computer skills, inter 
personal — skills, critical 
thinking skills, communica- 
tion skills, business skills, 
understanding of govern 
ment regulations, personal 
skills, technical skills, and 
computational skills 

The great bulk of employ- 
ers surveyed in the National 
Workforce Development 
Study, including those in 
Alabama, chose two-year 
colleges to meet their work- 
force needs. Approximately 
90 percent of employees 
were familiar with the work 
fore levelopment pro 
grams and services of two- 
year colleges. 

When asked why they 
chose two-year colleges to 
meet their workforce devel- 
opment needs, four major 
reasons emerged from the 
survey: cost effectiveness, 
ability to customize training, 
responsiveness/access, and 
quality of instruction. 

In addition, though not 
included as a survey item, 
one in ten of all comments 
by employers focused on the 
responsiveness and flexibili- 


ty of college 
administrative staff, 
described as having a “ean 
do attitude” and “often 
going beyond the call of 
duty.” 

When asked to rate the 
quality of their experiences 
with two-year colleges, the 
quality of the training pro- 
vided was rated “good” or 


two-year 


“excellent” by 96 percent of 


employers. College respon- 
siveness to employer needs 
was rated “good” or “excel- 
lent” by over 90 percent of 
employers. The bottom line 
rating for the study, howey 
er, asked employers if they 
would recommend two-year 
college workforce training 
programs and services to 
other businesses, To that 
question, 95 percent report 
ed that they would recom- 
mend two-year college 
workforce training — pro- 
grams to others. 

The National Workforce 
Development Study makes 
it clear that two-year col- 
leges are critical to our 
economy, to the health and 
productivity of our business- 
es, and to the well being and 
prosperity of our workforce 
as we enter the new econo-

my. Currently, the two-year 
colleges of Alabama provide 
training to approximately 
50,000 employees of the 
state’s businesses and indus- 
tries each year. Community 
economic development 
through workforce training 
is at the core of the mission 
of Alabama’s two-year col- 
leges. The volume of such 
activity at two-year colleges 
continues to increase, indi- 
cating the growing extent to 
which the business commu- 
nity looks to two-year col+ 
leges to help meet its unique 
workforce development 
needs.

ATTEND A CHURCH OF YOUR

Dear Editor, 

As summer progresses and tem- 
peratures continue to climb, the 
Humane Society of the United 
States (HSUS) reminds readers of 
the serious consequences of leaving 
animals inside parked cars. 

Animals, like people, suffer from 
the heat. The two most common hot 
weather hazards for pets are being 
left outdoors with inadequate pro- 
tection from the heat, or being left 
inside a parked car. 

Pets who are subject to direct sun 
without plenty of water even for a 
short period of time can easily suf- 
fer heatstroke. In the few minutes it 
might take you to run into the store 
for a couple of items, the tempera- 
ture inside your car can reach 120 
degrees or more. A pet can quickly 
suffer brain damage or die from 
heatstroke when left in a car or left 
outdoors unprotected. 

Leaving windows open a crack, 
parking in shaded areas, or air-con- 
ditioned cars with the motor turned 
off will not save your pet from the 
life-threatening effects of hot 
weather. 

The HSUS advises that pets be 
left indoors at home where they are 
safely confined and protected from 
the heat during summer months. If 
you do see an animal in a potential- 
ly dangerous situation during hot 
weather, notify the police, local ani- 
mal control authority, or humane 
society immediately. 

Contact a veterinarian immedi- 
ately if your pet shows any signs of 
heat stress such as heavy panting, 
glazed eyes, rapid pulse rate, dizzi- 
ness, vomiting or a deep red or pur- 
ple tongue. Move your pet into the 
shade, spray him with cool water, 
and allow him to drink a small 
amount of cool water if possible. 
Transport your pet to a veterinary 
hospital quickly to determine 
whether emergency care is needed. 
Taking these steps could save your 
pet’s life. 

You can teach others about the 
dangers of leaving pets unprotected 
from the heat by obtaining panel 
card flyers from the HSUS. These 
flyers can be placed in store win- 
dows, on bulletin boards or in cars. 
Send a business-sized, _ self- 
addressed envelope with your 
request for flyers to: “Hot Car,” The 
Humane Society of the United 
States, 2100 L Street N.W., 
Washington, DC 20037.

(f) There were exactly 50 absen- 
tee ballots cast at the Enterprise 
courthouse with the Probate 
Judge’s Office before the election. 
Caylor suggested that they were 
handled inappropriately by an indi- 
vidual he alleges is not a resident of 
Coffee County. 

(g)Finally, Caylor alleges that an 
oral criminal complaint against the 
individual referred to above was 
reported to the District Attorney’s 
Office and was not acted on by that 
office. 

Caylor concludes his formal 
complaint as follows: “I believe the 
citizens of Coffee County view the 
aforementioned events as bold and 
malicious attacks against our free- 
dom as citizens, our institutions and 
the order of law which we seek to 
preserve. 

“T therefore respectfully request 
that you proceed ahead and fully 
investigate these matters, that you 
do so with the full faith, dignity and 
power of the office of Attorney 
General to which you were 
appointed.”
